NO END SEEN TO RISE IN FOOD PRICES

Colum by Eddie R. Gandionco: "No End in Sight to the Rise in Food 
Prices” 


(Text] There seems to be no end in sight to the rise in food prices. Wo 
one can escape an escalation in the cost of some food items. It is likely 
that retail food prices which is already at high levels will continue to 
rise in 1983, Going over the price data for the last decade, food prices 
has risen faster than the non-food category. 


On a semestral basis, supermarket food prices for food at home or for food 
eaten at home rose in tne second semester this year as compared to prices 

in the first semester, This includes the prices of meats, poultry, fish 
and eggs. Prices of vegetables, sugar, salt, etc. have rose sharply includ- 
ing prices of all food items hit an annual rate of more than 20 percent. 


Sugar prices continued to push food prices up in the fourth quarter, 
affecting not only the sugar and sweets category, but also bakery products, 
ice cream, soft drinks and other products that contain sugar. The farm 

to retail price spread rose due to food marketing cost increases, Cost of 
water went up tremendously. The outlook for stable prices in 1983 is even 
darker, Rising production costs, weakening of the peso vis-a-vis the 

US dollar, high taxes, high interest rates, etc, may cause prices to rise 
20 percent or more by the second quarter of 1983. 


Prices of rice and corn grits next year will depend on the weather and 
growing conditions. If the 1983 harvests of palay and corn are better than 
those this year, prices will remain as is or at the present level. But if 
1983 will be exacerbated by poor harvests, then the scales would tip towards 
increase in the prices of rice and corn grits. If this happens, then it 
my spell disaster to the millions of hungry Filipinos. Heaven forbid! 


In a trip to different parts of the country this column asked people from 
all walks of life whether they are better off under the New Republic than 
in the 1960s. All of those questioned, from government people, executives, 
businessmen, teachers, farmers, students, laborers and ordinary citizens, 
answered with a resounding no. A great many responded that they gave the 
KBL a surprising electoral sweep and a virtual mandate to effect changes 











and improve their way of living but no results. It is apparent that the 
elected officials are only concerned of their own selves than the people 
whom they vowed to serve. 


Without in any way denigrating the New Republic, it is well to recall that 
the Administrations previous to President Marcos did little to solve the 
present problems that afflict us. And if the present Administration is to 
succeed where others failed, there cannot be any ambiguity about its prior- 
ities and goais. There should be no vacillation in the fight against graft 
and corruption, bureaucratic red tape, military abuses and others, but most 
of all inflation, 


The early mistake of the government is that it assigned too high a priority 
to lowering unemployment and too low a priority to the slowing or cooling 

of inflation until it was too late to avoid recession. The fight for price 
stability was abandoned because attention was shifted to scimlating recovery 
of the economy. The result is the ratcheting of inflation which we are 
experiencing now, 


This column's diagnosis of the economy is supported by the low and real 
gross national product this year. Consumer sales, government spending and 
other factors rose to 4 more robust rate than aggregate real GNP. The 
possibility of a relapse in the economy cannot be positively ruled out. 


Inflatioa is a chronic problem whose solution requires persistence and 
political courage. If inflation is to be reduced, it gust be given top 
priority. The Administration must abandon its love of grandeur and honor 
its commitment to the public to tight rein on government spending. Domesti-: 
economic policies, not external events, lie at the heart of chronic, high 
inflation. Thus the leadership and firmness of the President is vital to 
a successful fight agaicst inflation. Needed too, is a firm measure of 
support from those in government in particular, and the entire public in 
general, Needed as well is a resolute effort of all the ministries in the 
government to be honest in their ways and dealings with the people whom 
they are bound to serve, Will they? 


President Marcos faces the unenviable task of curbing inflation and to 
improve the quality of life of the Filipino people. Only by getting his 
priorities right can he even hope to succeed. This colum wish him the 
best of luck and a Merry Christms.

GOVERNMENT TO RETAIN PRICE CONTROLS

{Text} The government yesterday said that it will not lift price controls 
imposed on 13 basic goods to ensure that they stay "within the reach of 
consumers." 


Trade and Industry Minister Roberto V. Ongpin said the Cabinet has decided 
to retain price controls to prevent an undue increase in the prices of basic 
consumer products, such as rice and corn. 


Other products in the price control list of the government are milk, sugar, 
cooking oil, pork cuts, chicken, eggs, canned fish, writing pads, note- 
booxs, pencils and ball points. 


The Cabinet met recently to decide whether to dismantle the price control 
system, delist some commodities from the price control list or retain the 
system. 


Review of price controls was prompted by requests for its removal from 
several quarters who claimed that "it stifles production, which could lead 
to artificial shortages." 


The requests for the lifting of the system was partly triggered for the 
reported government plan to raise the price of diesel next year. 


Ongpin said the Cabinet decision to retain price controls, however, does not 
rule out the possibility of adjusting (upward or downward) the price ceilings 
of the covered basic goods. 


He added: "The Price Stabilization Council (PSC) is now reviewing requests 


for price adjustments from producers of milk, pencils/ballpoints and pork 
cuts.” 


The current prices of the 13 basic commodities are: P3.10 a kilo for rice; 
P2.15 a kilo for corn grits; for pork cuts, prices range from P22.90 a kilo 
for lomo to P8.45/kilo for head; chicken, P17.65 a kilo of live or dressed 








chicken; Liquid 14 ounce milk, prices range from P2.76 to P3.95 a can 
depending on the brand; cooking oil, P23.90 a gallon, P12.70 for half 
gallon, and P3.20 for a pint; sugar, P4.15 a kilo for refined and P3.10 
for brown sugar. 


For writing pads, grade one--P1.35 for 50 leaves of newsprint paper; note- 
books, prices range from Pl to P1.65 for 100 leaves of newsprint paper; 
ballpens, P1.30 a piece; pencils, 75 centavos a piece.

John of the Cross, the Carmelite monk, writes: "I look at your Cross and 
read in there the song of your love." This is at that point when you're 
wondering why your karma didn't just make you, say, Pia Zadora, I'm sure 
she has a lot of fans in the arny, 


[f you keep strictly to the right, you won't be reduced to mumbling 
philosophical absurdities like: "What does not kill me will make me 
strong," which I first heard quoted from a writer working in government, 
proving that both sides (which sides?) can subscribe to the same bull- 
headedness and still call it philosophy. 


Ah, philosophy, That was where it all started, you know. Yes, three years 
ago the philosophy was, as a friend put it, "olympian," 


The view then was from the distance, from the top, from the clouds, from 
the mountain where the daily trials of men and women seemed but the imper- 
sonal workings of fate, Where the comings and goings of these creatures 
called Filipinos looked like the erratic gestures of curious creatures doomed 
to live out lives full of crosses, bereft of songs. But if fate was like 
that, had been like that since March 16, 1521, what could one do, right? 











One could pray and sympathize and occasionally lend a (tentative) helping 
hand, but fate was so omnipotent. So Filipinos, like everyone else, had 
to submit to fate, if possible, as gracefully as suffering permitted, 


Yes, | was all set to live the olympian philosophy when life intervened, 


And like love, life is impossible to ignore, we know. Like love, life is 
irrational and spontaneous and unexpected and quite consuming and terribly 
demanding, and if it throws suffering your way--as it does happiness--who 
are you to remain olympian? 


Who are you not to sing the song of love or crosses when one fine day some 
farmer's fine eyes show you not just stoicism but bewilderment at injustice 
or pain at betrayal? 


Who am I to remain olympian when one unexpected day I hear a judge say, 
"Yes, the evidence is not yet authenticated, is, in fact, inadmissable, 
but for now the court will allow it." Zeus himself would have roared, so 
why should Athene be silent? 


The view is closer now. Not from the distance or the top or the clouds or 
the mountain but from within the brow earth of the farm mn'‘s farm, from 
within the horror of the accused helpless before a judge like that. That 
is the distance that has been travelled in three years, 


The distance between March 16, 1521 and Jan 2, 1982 is the distance 
between a fate submitted to--and a fate openly challenged, 


Openly, we challenge fate, perhaps History is a better word; yes, openly 
we challenge Philippine History to look at a people's cross and read there 
the song of their suffering. 


Openly, we use the cliche words and phrases of Philippine History, words like 
The Elite, this stubborn bunch of brilliant survivors who survived Spain, 
America, Japan and "Independence" to keep distancing themselves from the 

rest of the country, to maintain their olympian posts far up on mountains 
where the songs of love and suffering are wilfully stifled. What is the 
distance at which we will hear each other cry? | 


We start the year right by openly embracing living history, Philippine 
history made in courtrooms and farmhouses, The battle my be fueled by 
arms and money and power, but the older battle is for the Filipino soul, 
If it takes a hundred years, the farm man and the accused will win. For 
theirs is the truer Filipino soul.

MANY JUDICIAL HEADS TO ROLL

[Text] Many fresh faces will soon crop up into the judicial scene, while 
many incumbents too, will be out when the judicial reorganization is 
effected, says Chief Justice Enrique Fernando in an interview with 
Bulletin Today. 


taking a brief respite yesterday noon from the marathon deliberation on 

the interim rules of court with the tribunal sitting en banc, to answer some 
questions from this correspondent, the chief justice allayed doubts from 
cynics and critics that the judicial revamp will only be an exercise in 
futility "with the same riders in new horses." 


On the contrary, the chief justice believes that the forthcoming reorganiza- 
tion will indeed be an honest-to-goodness purge of the misfits in the 
judiciary. "The President is handling this matter meticulously and person- 
ally," he said. 


The list of prospective justices and judges for the new courts has been 
submitted and is under careful study by the President, the chief justice 
added, Justice Minister Ricardo Puno headed the committee which collated 
and evaluated the list of recommendees that was submitted to the President, 


The Judiciary Reorganization Act abolishes the court of appeals, the courts 
of first instance, the circuit criminal courts, the courts of agrarian 
relations, the city and municipal courts, and the juvenile and domestic 
relations courts. In their stead shall be the Intermediate Appellate Court, 
the regional trial courts, the metropolitan trial courts, the municipal 
circuit trial courts, and the municipal trial courts, 


Sources said that the judicial revamp would be implemented early next year. 


Meanwhile, the interim rules of court that will govern the proceedings of 
the reorganized courts would hopefully be finalized today, the chief justice 
said, so that it could be transmitted to the President as soon as 

possible, 


The chief justice who came to the conference with a stiff dilated pupil 


after coming straight from an eye specialist said that, "I do feel the 
urgency (of this judicial reorganization) that is why I have to rush back 


here despite the present condition of my eyes."

He said several opposition leaders have, in fact, conferred 
with the detainees, 


He recalled the Christmas Day shootout in Cebu and said that the military 
practically saved the wounded from death by rushing them to hospitals here 
for humanitarian reasons. He cited provincial Fiscal Ramonito Durano for 
working day and night to develop the case against the detainees.

DEVELOPMENT BANK SEEKS NEW LOAN 
Manila BULLETIN TODAY in English 2 Jan 83 p 8 


[Text] The Development Bank of the Philippines (DBP) plans to raise 
$150 million in two tranches of Eurodollar loans this year for part of 
its lending funds for 1983, 


Chairman Cesar Z. Zalamea of the DBP disclosed that the first tranches of 
$75 million is now being readied by the bank for syndication as soon as 
the $300 million club loan being arranged by a group of banks for the 
Central Bank of the Philippines "gets out of the way." 


The other $75 million, he said, my be raised by the middle part of 1983 
depending on conditions in the Eurodollar market. 


Zalamea does not expect to obtain similar favorable terms as the ones the 
DBP got for the $75 million it borrowed last year which was for a mturity 
of 10 years and a spread of 3/4 percent. 


He said that if the terms for the $300 million "jumbo" loan for the CB are 
any indication, the DBP may be able to clear the market for a similar eight- 
year loan but the spreads will definitely be tougher. 


The CB is getting its $300 million at an interest rate spread based on the 
US prime rate for 60 percent of the loan and based on the London inter- 
bank offered rate (Libor) for the other 40 percent. 


In addition to the $150 million foreign loan being readied by DPB, it is 
also availing of some $50 million to $70 million from the Apex lending fund 
to augment its funds available for lending this year. 


At the same time, the bank has lined up domestic borrowings in the form of 
new issues of countryside bills to the tune of BP1.8 billion for 1983, 


Zalamea said that the DBP will loan out about B7,.0 billion for 1983, 
representing a 15 percent increase from the P6,.5 billion loan program last 
year, 
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He said the same pricrities will be observed in its lending program for 
1983, with export-oriented, small and medium-scale industries, agriculture, 
labor-intensive and housing projects getting preferred attention. 


For the year, the DBP, according to him, will place renewed emphasis on 
collections, rehabilitation of distressed accounts, and foreclosure and 
sale of acquired assets which are no longer capable of being put back to 
profitable operations even if additional loans were to be granted. 


A number of industrial concerns which were acquired by the DBP by reason 
of non-payment of arrearages, as well as economic conditions, will be put 
on the auction block to enable the private sector to bid for then, 

Zalamea said that DBP subscribes to the policy of selling to any interested 


groups in the private sector any company or assets acquired by the DBP 
through foreclosure, "“dacion en pago” arrangement, and other reasons.

CENTRAL BANK MEASURES TO CORRECT BOP DEFICIT

[Text] The Central Bank (CB), expecting a record balance-of-payments 
deficit of about $1 billion in 1982, is putting itself on top of the problem 
by giving priority to a new program to bring down the shortfall within 
manageable levels. 


Governor Jaime C,. Laya said the policy to allow a gradual depreciation in 
the exchange rate of the peso against the U.S. dollar would help the 
country redress its balance of payments difficulties and help achieve a 
balanced external position in the medium-term, 


He said a gradual devaluation of the currency would encourage exports and 
discourage imports, narrowing down the current accounts deficit. 


The peso depreciation, he added, has also the effect of making foreign 
borrowings more expensive, thus providing a built-in regulator for such 
indebtedness. 


Among the measures already underway to finance the unprecedented deficit 
incurred in 1982 is the availment of some $1.11 billion in new foreign 
exchange funds. 


This will come from a $510 million compensatory and a three-year stand-by 
facility from the International Monetary Fund, the former to compensate 
for the shortfall in the country's export receipts for 1982 compared to 
1981, 


Some $300 million in structural loan will come from the World Bank while 
about $300 million in new loans will come from a syndicate of foreign 
banks. 


While the "jumbo" loan is earmarked for relending to domestic borrowers, 
its availment is considered a capital inflow that cuts down the BOP deficit 
by that extent, 


Aside from the financing aspect, Laya said various direct measures are now 
underway to encourage exports and to maximize the remittance through official 
channels of overseas workers' earnings. 
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Already, the CB provides cheap funds through special rediscount arrangements 
for start-up costs of overseas employment. 


The “greenbacks" campaign being undertaken by the commercial banks involving 
the buying of dollar notes from the general public seemed to be gaining 
momentum, 


He said the CB is also working with other government agencies concerned 
for one-stop center for departing overseas workers, 


Exports will be accorded the same high priority in the rediscounting 
operations of the CB, he added. 


To further encourage overseas workers to remit most of their earnings to 
their dependents here, the CB will also allocate some P150 million worth 


of prize money for a raffle system to those whose remittances are made 
through the banking system.

ARREST OF PDP LEADERS ORDERED

(Text) Cebu City, Dec 31--Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile said today 

that he will recommend the issuance of presidential commitment orders against 
two detained officials of the Pilipino Democratic Party (PDP) who were 
arrested here last Christmas Day with seven others while allegedly plotting 
to assassinate local officials. 


Enrile also ordered Brig Gen Alfredo S. Olano, PC-INP Recon 7 commander, 
to impose maximum security on Rebomaphil Holganza PDP secretary-general 
for Central Visayas, and Dr Filemon Alberca, PDP regional executive 
committee member, 


In an interview, Enrile said the military has strong evidence on the 
subversive activities of the political leaders and he fears for their 
safety if they talk on their activities, 


Lawyers of the two leaders filed motions for bail with the Cebu court of 
first instance. Holganza, son Luis, Alberca and six others who were 
identified to be elements of the New People's Army were arrested by military 
operatives last Christmas Day after a brief encounter in a subversive safe- 
house. 


Enrile commended Olano and his men for the success of the operation. 
Earlier Armed Forces Chief of Staff Fabian C. Ver also lauded Olano for a 
job well done. 





Meanwhile, Cagayan de Oro City Mayor Aquilino Pimentel, Jr said he would 
investigate the alleged subversive involvement of Holganza and Alberca. 
Pimentel, who founded the PDP last year said their platform abhors the use 
of violence to attain political ends. 


In related development, Olano said elements of NPAs operating in the Balam- 


ban-Asturia sector of the Cebu mountains have killed at least 50 persons in 
the area, 
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In &@ report to Enrile, Olano said the victius were dumped in a deep 
mountain pit after having been sentenced io death by kangaroo courts for 
not cooperating with the NPA.

NPA RESPONSIBLE FOR THEATER BOMBING

[Text] Gen Fabian C. Ver, Armed Forces chief of staff, said yesterday 
the New People’s Ara (NPA) was behind the Tuesday bombing of Holiday 
theater in Baybay, Leyte, which killed 11 persons and wounded 56 other:. 


Ver said the NPA ordered the bombing to offset revelations mde by detained 
rebel Catholic priest, Fr Edgardo Kangleon of Catbalogan, Western Samr. 


The AFP chief's announcement was based on confirmatory radio messages sent 
to him by Brig Gen Salvador M. Mison, commanding general of the Eastern 
Command (Eascom) based in Catba logan. 


Only 10 of the fatalities were identified in Mison's report. They were 
Reynaldo Sumastre, Joseph Sumastre, Aniceto Macarinas, Naciatino Israel, 
Franconero Gaviles, Roberto Tabunlong, Antonio Israel, Janet Godoy, Raul 
Alaba, and Gerry Habanc. 


The report said an intelligence operatives led by Col Hernani Figueroa 
developed that a three-man NPA liquidation squad was seen dashing out of 
the theater seconds after the explosion. 


Witnesses reportedly said they saw the three board a waiting cargo truck 
which sped southwar). 


A commotion broke out as the grenade exploded, giving the perpetrators 
enough time to escape, Mison said, 


Other witnreces said they saw the suspects alight from the truck in barangay 
Hiposnga «o fled om foot towards barangay Biasong. 


Elements of Eascom and the integrated national police, according to Mison, 
were scouring the area and adjoining barangays in search of the suspects. 


Troopers who responded to the scene of the bombing found a safety pin of 
an M-26 fragmentation grenade. 
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Investigators said Baybay was chosen as bombing target of the NPAs to 
retaliate against Kangleon who comes from the area, 


Informed yesterday about the bombing incident, Fr Kangleon was reportedly 
shocked, "Why involve innocent civilians?" He was quoted as saying. 
"The innocent people had nothing to do with my revelations." 


Fr Kangleon had earlier admitted his ties with the CPP/NPA in Catbalogan, 
Western Samar before he was arrested last October.

REBEL PRIESTS SEND SURRENDER FEELERS

[Text] Several rebel priests in the government's wanted list have sent 
surrender feelers, military authorities disclosed yesterday. 


Their names were, however, withheld for security reasons. 


At least 18 priests and nuns are being hunted by government operatives 
after seized documents linked them to the underground movement. 


The surrender feelers came soon after Fr. Edgardo Kangleon, a detained 
rebel priest, refused to go back to Catbalogan, Samar, for fear of his 
safety. 


Fr. Kangleon, former director of the Catbalogan Social Action Center, had 
given statements damaging to the dissident movement. 


He is now under the custody of the military vicar, Bishop Pedro Mangugat. 
Among the priests being hunted is Fr. Conrado Balweg, who carries a 


P130,000-prize on his head and was reported leading a rebel band in 
Northern Luzon. 


It was not known whether he was among the rebel priests wanting to surrender. 


Gen. Fabian C. Ver, AFP chief of staff, has ordered field commanders to get 
Fr. Balweg alive and keep the door open for his surrender. 


Defense authorities revealed intelligence information that the rebel infil- 
trati-n of the Church has been stalled. 


Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile cited a survey showing that many priests 
sympathetic to the dissident movement have stopped using their pulpits to 
preach anti-government propaganda. 


Church officials have talked privately with Fr. Kangleon and were reported 
to have been disturbed by Kangleon's "confessions." 
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Archbishop Antonio Mabutas, president of the Catholic Bishops Conference 
of the Philippines, declined to comment on his private talks with Kangleon 
but gave the impression that the Church hierarchy had been unaware of the 
rebel infiltration of the Church. 


The defense ministry said the media would be barred from the next dialogue 
between defense and military authorities and Church officials slated on 
Dec. 20 “unless Church leaders change their mind." 


The decisions of Church representatives to keep media representatives from 
the dialogue was a turnabout from their previous stand to hold all talks on 
church-government relations.

Ople said the Ministry of Finance intelligence board and the National 
Bureau of Investigation are investigating the syndicate's operations, 
although, he said, the group's activities have been curtailed. 


He said the existence of the syndicate, similar to the Cavite-based syndicate

The minister said a member of the syndicate had approached a printing press 
owner in Bulacan for the use of the printing press.

Ople indicated that government agents have not so far arrested the syndicate 
members and that Filipino workers bound for Saudi Arabia are used by the 
syndicate as couriers for the fake dollars.

Ople said Saudi Arabia will continue to be the major employer of Filipino 


workers abroad next year, Saudi Arabia now employs 84 percent of overseas

Luis Kintanar, regional judge aivocate, filed the case before Fiscal 
Ofenilito Pareja, against Rebomaphil Holganza, Sr., secretary general of 
the Pilipino Democratic Party in Certral Visayas; Dr. Filemon Alberca, 
another ranking member of the party and radio commentator; Rebomaphil 
Holganza, Jr.; Constantino Loyloy, A. Colanares, Gilbert C. Cudios, 

A. Cantro, alias Pecos; Fermin Pzcquiao Balulot, alias Commander David; 
and Carlito Sandag, alias Commander Belmo. All are now detained at PC 
region 7 headquarters. 


Maj. Kintanar also included in the complaint the sworn statements of 
Cudios, Loylay [sic], Balulot, Alberca, Capt. Alberto Olario, commanding 
officer of the 34lth PC Co.; Maj. Manuel Cabigon, assistant chief of PC 
intelligence, Region 7; and Mrs. Pacita Sing. 


Attached to the complaint was a long list of evidence, including allegedly 
subversive pamphlets, firearms and ammunitions, and other articles seized 
during the raid. 


The PC arrested them during a raid last Saturday morning in an interior 
house on Lopez Jaena st. this city where the suspects were allegedly hold- 
ing a meeting to discuss the plot to kill top city and provincial officials.

MARCOS ORDERS CRACKDOWN ON SMUGGLERS

[Text] President Marcos ordered a crackdown yesterday on syndicates respon- 
sible for technical smuggling in the bureau of customs. 


He directed the Central Bank to form a team to go after the syndicates. 


The CB probe team will review and check the value and volume of all exports 
processed in the bureau. This procedure, according to the President, is 
being followed in the case of sugar and will be applied to other items, 
starting with logs. 


Earlier, the President said that some log exporters have not been declaring 
the true value of their exports, thus depriving the government of billions 
of pesos in customs duties and taxes. 


In his estimate, the President said customs duties and taxes which the 
bureau has not collected from these exports amount to P10 billion. 


The President directed that all ships going to any destination be thoroughly 
checked. 


He said international vessels do not move unless they are fully loaded but 
export manifests show that they are only half-filled. 


"This clearly shows undervaluation," the President said. He added that the 
practice deprives the government of the proper amount in duties. 


As an enforcement arm against waterfront smuggling syndicates, a separate 
unit will be organized under the office of the President, if necessary, to 
arrest on the spot persons involved in smuggling operations. 


The President said despite the computerized processing system adopted by the 
bureau of customs, undervaluation and underdeclaration still persist on the 
waterfront.

CHECKPOINTS CLOSED TO STOP POLICE EXTORTIONS

Earlier, the NFA requested Prime Minister Cesar E. A. Virata to work out 
ways to dismantle the checkpoints as rice traders and millers had com- 
plained that their cargo trucks were being charged P50 each for “imaginary 
violations." 


Even trucks with NFA stickers have not been spared by the lawmen manning 
the checkpoints, the rice traders and millers told NFA Minister Jesus 


Tanchanco and Agriculture Minister Arturo Tanco, Jr. during a recent 
dialogue. 


They said that the money they have to shell out at the checkpoints was a 
big item in their operating costs and made it difficult for them to survive 
in the business. 


They stressed the need for unhampered passage of delivery trucks with NFA 
stickers to help the food production campaign of the government. 


The regional office of the NFA in Central Luzon has intensified its palay 
buying program to stop private traders from purchasing palay from the 
farmers at very low prices. 
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It said it has bought more than one million cavans of palay since January 
at government price, which is P1.70 per kilo. 


It was reported that a big portion of P500 million released by President 
Marcos for the NFA palay-buying operations went to Region III which is 
noted for its bumper palay harvests every year.

SLIGIT BUSINESS UPTURN SEEN FOR 1983

(text] The country will show gradual but modest growth next year because 
of the economic recovery programs being mounted by the government and the 
improvement in the economies of developed countries trading with the 
Philippines. 


The optimistic assessment was mde the other night by Central Bank Gov 
Jaime C,. Laya as he cited the easing of inflation and interest rates here 
and abroad and indications of economic ,rowth among the country's major 
trade partners. 


The CB head said that business activity is expected to pick up in 1983 
because the government has given the private sector priority in credit 
allocation, 


The CB intends, however, to limit new foreign borrowings to $2 billion, 
down $400 million from this year's $2.4 billion ceiling. 


fhe CB will be more selective in approving new foreign loans to guard 
against exceeding the self-imposed debt service ceiling of 20 percent of 
the previous year's foreign exchange earnings, he said. 


The debt service ratio is expected to rise slightly from an estimted 
19.4 percent by end-1982 but it would still be short of the 20 percent 
ceiling, Laya said. 


Laya said he foresees an improvement in the overall balance of payments 
(BOP) picture next year compared to the record deficit this year of 
over S1 billion, 


He cited new measures to increase foreign revenues from remittances of 
overseas workers to a maximum of $1.5 billion from an estimated $800 million 
this year,

aya said that financing for structural adjustment and economic recovery 
programs have been assured with basic agreement with the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) on a standby loan of about $340 million. 


He explained that approval of two other loans--the IMF compensatory financing 
worth about $170 million and $300 million structural adjustment loan from 
the World Bank--depended largely on the assurance of the IMF standby credit. 


Moreover, assurance of the IMF standby credit dispelled some doubts among 
other international lenders on the country's capacity to service existing 
loans and new borrowings, he added, 


"A standby line from the IMF is like a seal of Good Housekeeping, and that 
the economy is properly managed," the CB head said. 


Laya noted that another significant development was the sustained drop in

INCREASED FRUIT EXPORTS FOR 1983 
Manila BULLETIN TODAY in English 27 Dec 82 p 20 


[Text] The Ministry of Agriculture (MA) will launch this coming year a com- 
mercial crop program designed to develop the non-traditional export crops 
such as bananas, pineapples, fresh mangoes, papayas and coffee. 


While assisting the ailing traditional export crop sector, particularly 
coconut industry, the ministry will also pursue a program which is expected 
to displace importable crops such as cotton, cacao and rubber by growing 
them in various parts of the country. 


In its 1982-yearend report, the MA said 74 million cartons of bananas was 
exported in 1982, representing a 7.2 per cent increase over last year's 
exports of 69 million cartons. 


The increased exports of bananas was a direct result of the lowering of 
tariff by the Japanese government in 1982 from 40 per cent to 35 per cen’. 
for the months of October to March and from 35 per cent to 25 per cent 
during the months of April to September. 


The ministry expects that the reduction in tariffs should further increase 
banana exports to Japan. Japan still remains the major importer of bananas, 
absorbing 80 per cent of total export with 20 per cent of exports going to 
the Middle East. 


The ministry said some $37.6 million foreign exchange receipts were brought 
in by fresh pineapple exports as of September 1982. Last year, foreign 
exchange receipt on this crops reached $45 million. 


Vineapple exports include juices, concentrates and syrups. Total yearend 
exports are expected to remain the same as the 1981 level. 


After bananas, pineapples and mangoes, papayas have the best potential for 
export among Philippine fruits. At present, however, the country cannot 
export fresh papayas to Japan because the Japanese government has not 
approved the fumigation system to be applied on Philippine grown papayas. 
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ironically, the ministry said, this fumigation system is essentially the 
same system as the one used for the country's mango exports which Japan has 
ilready approved. 


last month, the ministry submitted to the Japanese ministry of agriculture 
a revised technical paper on fumigation trials conducted by the bureau of 
plant industry. 


While it is negotiating for approval of the proposed fumigation system for 
papavas, a number of Davao growers have been holding back on their develop- 
ment plans. Thev are, however, ready to implement these plans and be in a 
position to export within 10 months.

TUPI EXPERIMENT EXPLORES FOOD NEEDS

[text] The town of Tupi, South Cotaboto is like many small towns in 
Mindanao, basically rura! and agri-based, with its inhabitants depending on 
the blessings of the soil for their livelihood, And why should they ask 
for more? Nestled in the Cotabato hillsides, Tupi is blessed with a year- 
round climate suitable for growing practically anything under the sun with 
few of the hazards of nature like typhoons that normally hit other parts of 
the country. 


But this rural town will soon be known throughout the country, if not the 
world. Because right now, Tupi is the site of an experimental form which 
grows the “bean of life," the wonderful soya bean. 


Soya is an unpretentious bean, having been in existence for centuries but 
which potential is only lately being looked into to provide an answer to a 
gigantic challenge--food for the earth's teeming population of 5 billion 
people and counting. An international study by the Club of Rome on the 
"Limits of Growth" has clearly indicated that man must survive on the basis 
of resources available to him on this planet alone, Therefore, he has very 
limited choices--limit his own number--by all possible means; or--increase 
his productivity--by all possible means--to provide enough for everyone to 
survive, 


it is in the latter context that the lowly soya bean takes on exponential 
importance. Soya contains more protein per volume weight than either meat 
or milk and almost equal carbohydrates per volume weight ds traditional 
grains such as rice, wheat or corn, It is therefore a complete food by 
itself. The Chinese ought to know, they have been eating it for centuries. 


fupi, South Cotabato and its neighboring communities of Marbel, Polomolok 
and General Santos have had a soya bean cultivating tradition. Recently, 
Filipro, Inme., the local affiliate of the international Nestle company of 
Switzerland invested substantially in an experimental farm for soya at Tupi. 
Patterned basically after agricultural extension programs, Filipro agrono- 
mists encouraged local farmers to plant soya beans, providing them with free 
seeds, technological advice and cooperative extension services such as soil 





preparations and use of fertilizers. On top of that, Filipro guaranteed 
the farmers a ready market for their produce by buying out the output on a 
contract growing program, 


lo date, the program has been going on for nearly three years and it has 
provided benefits all around, To the farmers--a second crop; efficient 
utilization of their otherwise idle labor; farm implements and land; plus 
inother source of income, For Filipro, a continuing source of knowledge 
thout the versatile soya bean plus raw material for at least one of its 
soya-based revolutionary products now in the market, 


lt is interesting to note that the biggest producer of soya beans today 

is not China or Japan but the USA. Soya beans constitute one of the major 
crops of the US, alongside wheat. Asian countries which have a tradition 
of consuming soya-based products surprisingly have to import soya from the 
US to provide raw materials for their soya drinks, "tofu, "“toyo," "tokwa," 
and even our very one "taho with arnibal." 


With the projected expansion of the Tupi experiment, the Philippines has 

in opportunity to be self-sufficient in soya to supply its local needs. 

rhe Tupi experiment therefore is a step in the right direction towards 
developing indigenous food items to subsitute for imports thus generating 
foreign exchange savings. The next logical step to that of course is 
exports to neighboring countries which will generate the much needed foreign 
exchange earnings which all developing countries strive for. 


'lsewhere, Nestle and other food companies are testing new food items which 
are soya-based. It is known when properly processed can assume looks, 

odors and tastes of commonly known food items. It is therefore conceivable 
to mass manufacture soya biscuits, soya sausages, soya hams, soya snacks, 

to name a few, to complement today's soya beverages. All healthy, nutritious 
and protein rich foods for the teeming billions of the world. 


this therefore is the significance of the Tupi experiment. Food for the 
future being developed from produce out of that humble town of Tupi, South

The group of eight exporters known as the Swine Producers Forum, is 
composed of Bibiana Farms, Federal Agricultural Corp., Foremost Farms, 
General Milling Corp., Monterey Farms, Reliance Agricultural Development 
Corp., Republic Flour Mills and Universal Robina Corp. 


The buyers in Hong Kong have reportedly agreed to purchase the Philippine 
hogs at a slightly higher price than the current selling price in Manila. 


The swine producers extended their marketing thrust to Hong Kong in anti- 
cipation of increased production by almost 10,000 backyard hog raisers 
involved in the KKK program, 


The Philippines has thus become a fresh source of premium quality livestock. 
The almost exclusive source of Hong Kong's pork requirements for many years 
has been the People's Republic of China. 


The hog shipment, made in line with the thrust of the Kilusang Kabuhayan 

at Kaunlaran (KKK) program and with the cooperation of the ministry of trade 
and industry, the board of investments, and the bureau of animal industry, 
was finalized by a group headed by Nemesio Co, president of the Confederition 
of Philippine Exporters (COPE) and composed of Romeo Badilla, Johnson Go, 
Col Paterno Santos and Johnny Ang.

Government sources said the PNB, the major credit source of the nationwide 
supervised corn production program will continue freezing its loan portfolio

The #100 million would form part of the national government's funds for 
the Maisagana for relending to farmers, This fresh capital infusion was 
directed by President Marcos last May 2l.

The budget ministry, however, has not released the fund because of some 
budgetary constraints, the sources said. 


The PNB accounts for the bulk of the Maisagana loans representing some 
P31 million out of the B47 million outstanding loans. So far, the bank 
has collected some P14 million from Maisagana participants. 


Sources said the PNB at present freezes its loan portfolio by providing 
credit only to the amount equivalent to what the farmers have paid, 


This prompted farmers to hold back payment for fear that they may not be 
able to borrow again from the PNB,

ADDITLONAL OIL WELL PROPOSED FOR CADLAO 


Manila BULLETIN TODAY in English 31 Dec 82 p 1l 


[Text] A third production well is being contemplated in the Cadlao oilfield 
to increase its present output of 6,000 barrels per day. 


Bureau of energy development director Wenceslao dela Paz disclosed that the 
Filipino members of the consortium operating the Cadlao field have proposed 
drilling a third well in the area to operator Amoco Philippines. 


Amoco, it was gathered, is considering the possibility of spudding in the 
additional well. Paz said that Amoco is also studying further the prospects 
of the Malajon area which is believed to be a sandstone formation. However, 
priority is expected to lean on increasing Cadlao's yield. 


On its second production year, Cadlao managed to produce 1.78 million 
barrels from two producing wells. The field's average production has 
considerably dwindled to 6,000 barrels from an initial rate of around 
9,000 barrels per day, 


At the outset of Cadlao's production, plans were afoot to double the yield 


but Nido's experience of increasing water incursion prompted the consortium 
to maintain the level. 


For Malajon, the consortium is continuing its evaluation of the structure 
which was earlier likened to the prospects of the twin Galoc structure. 
The drilling of another well in the area remains a possibility, Paz said. 


the country's domestic oil production for 1982 totailed 3.59 million 
barrels valued at $122 million or B1.1 billion at current peso-dollar 
exchange rates, 


the Matinloc-Pandan-Libro complex contributed 1,17 million barrels after 
starting-up production last July while Nido produced 643,200 barrels 
after four years of production, With an average output of 21,000 barrels 


per day, domestic oil now supplies roughly 10 percent of the country's daily 
energy requirements. 
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Summing up the oil and gas exploration for 1982, energy minister Geronimo 
7. Velasco reported that 17 wells were drilled in 1982, including four 
re-entry wells (Matinloc | and 2, Libro 1 and Pandan 1). 


Of the 13 exploratory wells, 11 were drilled offshore while two were 
done onshore, 


No significant or commercial discoveries were made this year although four 
were recoreded as gas discoveries in northwest Palawan, 


Velasco said three of the gas discoveries were made by Philippine Cities 
Service in the Linapacan area and one by Phillips Petroleum at San Martin.

He hailed President Marcos for the bonanza in sugar which saved the country's 
foreign exchange when other exports failed. 


fhe REC caused the world's sugar problems when it refused to sign the 
international Sugar Agreement (ISA) and produced more sugar than needed, 


However, the EEC will join the May convention, Benedicto said. 


The country's four-year contract was questioned in the Supreme Court by 
some sugar planters, The high tribunal recently dismissed the suit and 
even cited Nasutra for entering into the contract. 


Sugarland Magazine also viewed with hope the May ISC convention, The 
meeting is decreed by the 1977 ISA which expired in 1981 but was extended 
until 1983, Sugarland said a fruitful meeting will see a bullish trend 
in the market and increase sugar production unless controlled by ISA. 

The 1977 ISA failed to control overproduction by the EEC,

MINING PRODUCTION VALUE DOWN

(text) The mining industry, reeling under the impact of volatile metal 
prices, suffered an 11,10 percent decrease in the value of its production 
during the first 10 months of this year, according to statistics compiled 
by the bureau of mines and geosciences. 


The industry's production value during the 10-month period stood at B7,87 
billion, which is 11.10 percent lower than the B8,86 billion recorded during 
the comparable period last year, 


On a yearly basis, the decrease in the value of mineral production is 
predicted to hover between nine and 10 percent. 


Hit hardest by the declining metal prices was the copper industry which 
was adversely affected by a slump in demand, Some world producers, smelters 
and refineries have either reduced production or temporary closed operations. 


A number of local copper mines have either reduced their output or deferred 
operations and implementation of plans for expansion. Others adopted 
retrenchment measures to cut down on production cost. 


Two copper producers--Acoje Mining Co.'s Barlo project and Baguio Gold 
Mining Co.--stopped operations due to the depletion of their ore reserves. 
This was aggravated by the decline in the price of copper and the escalation 
of their production costs, 


Western Minolco Corp likewise suspended its operations in the second quarter, 


These reversals caused copper output to go down by 5.78 percent from 227,022 
metric tons to 213,907 tons. Production value fell by 10.70 percent from 
#2.87 billion recorded during the third quarter of this year to P2.56 billion 
registered during the third quarter of last year, 


Fear of collapse was felt during September and October as copper prices 
continued its downward trend, Prices ranged from 58 cents to 75 cents for 
the first quarters, compared with 74 cents to 88 cents during the same 
period in 1981,

OIL BILL FOR 1983 TO BE REDUCED

(vrext] Philippine crude oil imports next year will further drop--probably 
by three percent--with the increased use of indigenous energy sources like 
coal, geothermal and others. 


Energy Minister Geronimo Velasco said the lower oil imports would mean more 
foreign exchange savings for the country. 


For 1982 alone, Velasco said, Philippine oil imports dropped by 3.4 percent 
to 70 million barrels from 72.5 million barrels in 1981. 


As a result, the foreign exchange spent on oil imports amounted to only 
$2.1 billion or 19 percent less than the $2.6 billion oil bill in 1981. 


Velasco said local energy sources will further displace next year imported 
oil, which will enable the country to save on foreign exchange. 


The increased use of local energy this year resulted in savings of $973 
million (P8.7 billion), he said. 


Domestic energy sources accounted for 32 percent of the total energy 
consumed in the country for 1982. This share represented a sharp increase 
from only 22 percent in 1981. 


For 1983 the share of domestic energy sources to total energy supply is 
projected to rise to 35 to 36 percent or only a few points from the country's 
target of 50 percent self-reliance, 


Velasco also reported that the country's oil inventory is down to only 
about 80 days from 115 days’ level last year. The reduction in the country's 
oil stockpile is a result of the more stable oil market, he said, 


For the Philippines, Velasco explained this means a less pressing need to 
stockpile a large amount of crude oil which in turn, means savings of about 
P300 million in terms of inventory costs. 





For the past three years, the government mintained an oil inventory of 
between 110-120 days duce to the erratic oil supplies and the volatile 
price of oil then, 


With the stabilized oil prices and the glut in the supply of the product, 
the country has deemed fit to slash its inventory level. 


While the price of oil has dropped considerably in the spot market, the 
Philippines is only “moderately affected" by the development, Velasco said, 
because it does not buy from the volatile spot market. 


But the average crude cost to the Philippines decreased by $1.80 since 
March 1981, he said. 


This decline in the dollar cost of the country's crude imports has 
unfortunately been more than wiped out by the decrease in the purchasing 
value of the peso in relation to the dollar, Velasco said, 


this problem, Velasco said, arises because oil imports must be paid for in 
US dollars. Whenever the exchange rate tilts in favor of the dollar, local 
oil firms need more pesos to buy crude oil. 

Velasco cited that the exchange rate was P7,65 to a dollar when prices of 
oil products were last raised in March 1981, The rate has increased to 
more than P9 this month. 


lle said the cost of crude oil import has thus increased by 10 percent.

MORE LABOR UNREST SEEN IN 1983

(Text] There my be more strikes in 1983 than this year because of the 
projected claims of workers for non-payment or underpayment of cash benefits, 
according to a report of the labor ministry. 


The ministry said, however, that the situation should not cause undue alarm 
because there are two industrial laws with built-in safeguards, as well as 
provisions for effective conciliation and mediation by the labor ministry. 


The same report also showed that work stoppage dropped by 40 percent in 
1982 as c° : to 1981. 


The benefits in question include 13 month pay, bonuses and other allowances 
granted under the law or collective bargaining agreements, the report said. 


Labor Minister Plas F. Ople told newsmen last Wednesday that the MOLE will 
promote next year voluntary codes of conduct between labor and management 
on an industry basis to solve labor disputes. 


Efforts will focus on steps to increase productivity, he said. 

in its report, the Bureau of Labor Relations said experience shows that 
some workers use strikes to compel management to settle their money claims 
although money claims are not valid grounds for declaring a strike under 
hatas Pambansa Blg. 130 and 227. 


There were 155 strikes involving 53,632 workers in 1982 as against last 
year's 260, Involved were 98,585 employes, 


fhis represents a 40 percent decrease, The decline was attributed to: 


--The mandatory two-thirds vote of the workers before filing a notice of 
strike under BP 130. 





ffective conciliation and mediation during the cooling-off period. 


-Increased awareness of most unions of the worsening economic situaticu 
that resulted in shutdown of some companies and other retrenchment measures 
as well as the extreme difficulty encountered by many employers in granting 
wage increases and fringe benefits.

Of the 155 strikes this year, 28 were declared in June, 18 each in February

EDITORIAL BERATES JAPANESE AMBASSADOR

(rext] At a time when Japan is trying to improve her image with other 
countries of the world and her Asian neighbors in particular, the incident 
created by the "arrogant" Japanese ambassador to the Philippines in a 
suburban golf club last May 30 comes as a shock, 


As it is, Japan has enough problems with other countries to worry about. 
Foremost of these is Japan's trade protectionist policy which has been 
assailed by many countries including the United States, While Japanese 

goods are flooding the markets of the world, the Japanese market is restrict- 
ing export products coming from other countries, 


As a result of this trade conflict, the Japanese government recently decided 
to lower tariffs on some imported products effective April 1 this year, 

The Japanese government expects that this move will lessen the strains in 
the country's relations with most countries of the world. 


Another problem in Japan's foreign relations concerns the activities of 
some Japanese tourists who act as if they can do as they please in the 
countries they visit because of their money. In the Philippines, there 
have been several complaints against Japanese tourists who behave rudely. 


in Asia, Japan encountered another problem when it announced the plan to 
strengthen the country's defense capabilities, particularly the plan to 
defend the sealanes within a radius of 1,000 miles from Japan's coastlines. 
This has worried the Association of Southeast Asian Nations. 


A few months ago, Japan suddenly found herself being accused of distorting 
history when the textbook incident surfaced, The two Koreas, China and 
other Asian countries assailed Japan for trying to soften the impact of 
Japanese atrocities during World War II by rewriting its history book in 
such a way that such atrocities are glossed over, 


in the Philippines, we don't only have Japanese goods aplenty in our 
markets. We also have members of the dreaded Yakuza gang. They are 
engaged in gun-running and white slavery activities, 
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\s a result of all these irritants that have contributed much to an 
unflattering image of Japan, the Japanese government recently sent out 
top-level missions abroad to study and improve the world's concept of 
'apan as a nation and of the Japanese as a people. In effect, Japan has 


launched a worldwide public relations campaign to improve her imge, 


lt was shocking, therefore, to learn of the Japanese ambassador's actuation 
at the Canlubang Country Club in Laguna where he "arrogantly" identified 
himself as the Japanese ambassador to the Philippines after he was 
confronted for an infraction on the fairway, He teed off with three other 
Japanese golfers while a group of Filipinos were still on the fairway. 


but the Local press showed its respect for the Japanese ambassador. It 
did not publish the incident until after the Japanese newspapers carried 
it.

MALAYSIANS SCORED ON SABAH ISSUE

[Text] One Philippine foreign policy question that has always irritated 
neighboring Malaysia and perhaps will continue to do so this year am all 
the years to come, is the Sabah issue. 


Actually, many Filipinos would not even give a second thought to the Sabah 
issue had not Asiaweek, and some weekly magazines in Manila plastered the 


issue on its cover a few weeks ago, After all, is not the issue practically 
a dead issue? 


How important, really, is it to the ordinary Filipino anyway? 


The Sabahans may as well be the men on the moon to many Filipinos, espe- 
cially the Christians, to whom even their Muslim brothers in the South 
appear somehow strange and weird, 


Not that the issue has no legal basis whatsoever, or that the Philippine 


claim to Sabah was a mere whim, a product of President's rich and fertile 
fancy. 


Historically, it has been said the Philippines has all the right to start 


looking at Sabah with possessive eyes, since the territory once belonged 
to the Sultan of Sulu, 


We would venture to think that to many Filipinos so respectful of--perhaps 
even obsessed by--history, the claim to Sabah has as much emotional and 
political significance as China's claim to Hongkong and Taiwan, 


However, in the interests of ASEAN solidarity and friendship, it is obvious 


that the Philippine government has set aside, if not exactly renounced, 
the claim, 


in fact, as the Philippine government interprets the words of President 
Marcos during the 1977 ASEAN summit in Kuala Lumpur, the country is indeed 
renouncing the claim, 
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fhe Philippines, President Marcos announced then, is taking definite steps 
to eliminate one of the burdens of ASEAN, the claim to Sabah, 


To bolster the President's words, leading Filipino politicians have come 
out again and again to reassure Malaysia that as far as the Philippines is 
concerned the claim my as well not exist. 


According to our Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Emmanuel Pelaez, 
who, when he was Vice President and Foreign Affairs Secretary in 1962, 
initiated negotiations on the claim with the British on behalf of the 
administration of then President Diosdado Macapagal wnen the Philippine 
government now says it has no claim to Sabah that should be accepted. 
"When the President says it's dropped, it's dropped," he concludes. 


And no less than Prime Minister Cesar Virata adds that the President 
renounced the claim that that is how it is done, and that renunciation 
publicly, internationally, as President Marcos did it--is one big step. 


But these statements of our public officials obviously have not reassured 
the Malaysians cnough, 


Why else do they continue to mke a big, big fuss over the claim? And 
are they even entitled to demand--as they are reported to be demanding 
that the Philippines formally amend its Constitution's definition of 
the national territory which they insist contains an implicit claim to 
Sabah? 


of course, it is true that there are those sectors in the Philippines body 
politic that opposes any renunciation of the claim to Sabah, 


indeed there are even those who believe that no government has the right to 
renounce a claim forever, precisely because no government has the right to 
bind future governments. 


sut then, if this is true, then President Marcos should not also formally 
ind unequivocally renounce the claim, nor should he have the Constitution 
imended precisely because he does not have the right to. 


\s for Philippine charges that Sabah has become a base for Muslim guerillas 
then Malaysia, if it really wants to disprove those charges, should be open 
to Philippine suggestions regarding a border agreement between the two 
countries, Besides, a border agreement would go to Malaysia's favor 
regarding the claim to Sabah since it would already recognize definitive 
borders between the Philippines and Malaysia, 


But for Malaysia to demand that we amend our Constitution simply to reassure 
them regarding dormant claim really sounds too, too much like characteristic 
Malaysian arrogance, 


Such arrogance has no place in any friendship between nations, especially 
between two neighbors who ace partners in the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations.

RICE HARVESTS OF DECADE REVIEWED

(rext] The Agriculture ministry reported yesterday that 1982 rounded out 
a decade of impressive rice production record, 


Officials said the country's rice production increased by 57 percent in 
the last decade from 73,097,533 cavans in 1972 to 165.7 million cavans 
this year. 


Ministry officials reported that the past year was marked by undertakings 
designed to increase rural incomes and improve nutrition. 


These included the introduction of new farming technologies and incentives, 
livelihood opportunities and food and nutrition campaigns for rural folks. 


Officials said one offshoot of the introduction of new farming systems was 
the 2.1 percent increase in palay output this year representing 165.7 
million cavans (of 50 kgs each). Last year's production was 162. million 
cavans,. 


fo enable more farmers to benefit from Masagana 99, the ministry said it 
will set up a special revolving fund to facilitate guarantee payments to 
rural banks and the Philippine National Bank branches which participated 
in the program, 


Because of the arrearages brought about by farmers’ past due loans, many 
banks have not been able to continue participating in the program, This 
resulted in the drastic decrease of the number of farmer-borrowers from 
800,000 in 1975 to only 80,000 in 1982, 


The fund, to be administered by the Philippire Crop Insurance Corp., is 
designed to infuse new vigor in the lending capability of rural banks 
which have been saddled with restructured loans in the last nine years. 


At the same time to enhance farmers’ profits and sustain increased production, 
the National Food Authority was directed by the President to purchase 15 
percent of farmers’ marketable palay. 
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because of this, prices of food commodities both at farm gate and consumer 
level have been stubilized. 


Total grains purchase of the NFA reached P1.2 billion with a total quantity 
of 682,800 metric tons with palay posting 600,000 am. 


fhe ministry also created 2,300 new field extension positions under its 
national extension project. This ‘11 expam the ministry's field extension 
force from 13,000 to over 15,00vu. 


On the other hand, corn production this year (1982-83) is expected to reach 
about 68.5 million cavans, up by 4.1 percent from the previous year's 
production of 65.8 million c4vans, 


This year's estimated average yield of 20,1 cavans per hectare represents 

a 2.6 percent increase over last year's average yield of 19.6 cavans. This 
is the first time that the country's corn yields reached more than 20 
cavans per hectare, 


Maisagana program, launched late last year to make the country self-sufficient 
in yellow corn, the basic animal feed ingredient for the country's growing 
livestock industry also succeeded in obtaining very good yields. 


Backed by a proven package of technology, the availability of certified high 
yielding seeds, adequate credit, extension force and marketing support.

[Text] President Marcos and Dr Armand Hammer whose company, Occidental 
Petroleum has one of the biggest coal mining concessions in China have 
agreed to use Manila as a transhipping point for Chinese coal,

would make up for China's lack of deepwater ports which has prevented 
loading of large ships. 


Australia and Brazil are already using Manila as a stopping point in 
their trade with China, the President told the 84-year-old American 
industrialist during their talks on the presidential yacht the other night. 


Hammer also disclosed in his luncheon toast for the First Couple yesterday 
at Malacanang that he discussed with the President the possibility of the 
Philippines engaging in coal operations on an “equity basis" in the United 
States, 


He expressed hope that this arrangement would ensure steady supply here 
of high-grade coal and hasten the Philippines independence in energy. 


br Hammer also informed the President that Occidental Petroleum is owner 
of lowa Beef which supplies from 20 to 25 percent of beef in the United 
States. Hence, it can help the Philippines develop its cattle industry 
and bolster its present position as the world's 15th largest food exporter, 


Saying that he has fallen in love with the Philippines in the short time he 
had stayed here, Hammer assured the First Couple that he intends to devote 
a large part of his time helping President and Mrs Marcos’ and the Filipino 


people. 


He said it is an opportunity to help the Philippines not only from a 
humanitarian point of view but for the security it could mean for the 
United States. 


"We have no stronger ally in the world than the people of the Philippines,” 
Dr Hammer said, even as he traced the Filipino struggle for the ruins of 
the last World War, 





The President paid tribute to Dr Hammer as a “person of several dimensions. 
He noted his interest in oil exploration in Libya, in the North Sea, and 
in the Soviet Union where his company has the biggest fertilizer plant, and 
in coal mining operations in China, 


the President said in his toast that he was satisfied that arrangement with 
the company for the drilling as well as the processing of oil have gone 
faster than he expected. 


He expressed the hope that this arrangement with Occidental Petroleum and 
Cities Service, its subsidiary in the Philippines, would increase the 
utility value of local refineries which have been operating below capacity 
lately.

Strauss and his wife, who arrived for an official visit last Dec 28, left 
on 4 Philippine Airlines flight for Frankfurt, West Germany. 


Both couples came here upon the invitation of the First Couple. 


Strauss, who hosted the First Lady during her 1980 visit in Munich, met with 
'resident Marcos at Malacanang to discuss bilateral relations and the current 
world economic situation, 


They both stressed the need to bail out countries on the verge oi bankruptcy 
ind prevent a collapse of the international financial system and a modera- 
tion in lending policies to prevent some countries from borrowing »eyond 
their capacity to pay. 


Mrs Marcos invited Dr Hammer to visit the Philippines during their recent 
meeting im Moscow to attend the funeral of Pres Leonid Brezhnev.

The President said garment exports to the US and the EEC countries will 
increase by 22 percent and 20 percent, respectively. 


The mew textile agreement with the US, which was signed in Washington, DC, 
this month by Ambassador Benjamin Romualdez and Deputy Secretary of States 
Anthony Albrecht, will take effect on Jan. 1. 


The President said he was encouraged by the conclusion of the new textile 
agreements. He said efforts would be emphasized to ensure that Filipino 
garment exports are able to full the new quotas for the two major markets. 


The siening of the textile agreement with the US was the result of the suc- 
cessful state visit to the US of President Marcos last September. 


This development was viewed by the government as another indication of the 
“upbeat™ trend in RP-US relations under President Reagan's administration. 


Happy over the prospects of increased garment exports, the President said: 


“Here in the Philippines we are unusually lucky that certain developments 
favor our commodities and our economy.” 


In his progress report to Malacanang on the trade and industry situation and 
prospects for the coming year, Trade and Industry Minister Roberto Ongpin 
said the picture was Likewise bright for the country's semiconductor elec- 
tronic exports. He said they continued to grow at about 25 percent a year 
ind is expected to exceed the $1 billion export mark by the end of the 
current vear. 
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And tor the third year in a row, Ongpin said, the Board of Investments has 
set records in foreign investment approvals. For 1982, foreign investments 
ire expected to exceed P2 billion as compared to P1.9 billion last year and 
PL.7 billion in 1980. In the previous 10 years, foreign investments averaged 
only about P500 million annually. 


Ongpin said that economic indicators in the United States, which is the 
world's leading economy, are also encouraging.

BUMPER CORN HARVEST EXPECTED IN 1983

[Text] Ome economic gain in store for the Philippines next year is an 
expected bumper corn harvest. 


Tentative year-end projections made by the National Food and Agriculture 
Council indicate that the crop will go beyond the 10 million metric tons 
mark. 


Such an outturn means the end of long years of deficit in Philippine corn 
production and makes possible exportation of the cereal by 1984, according 
to the Council. 


Average annual corn production in past years has been below 8 million tons. 
This has not been enough to meet domestic demand although the agriculture 
ministry claims that production for human consumption (white corn) has 
already attained self-sufficiency levels. 


fhe production deficit is in yellow corn. It is the principal raw material 
of the nation's feed milling industry. Its shortage compelled the govern- 
ment to import in past years. 


Cited as responsible for the projected bumper corn crop is the government's 
"Maisagana” (roughly, abundant corn) program. It is patterned after the 
"Masagana 99" scheme which moved the country to self-sufficiency in rice 
production in the mid-1970's. 


The corn program provides farmers access to production credit on liberal 
terms, high-yielding seed varieties, modern planting methods and other 
necessary agricuitural inputs. 


fotentials of the program to lift average per hectare corn yield in the 
country from 1,000 kilograms to as high as 8,000 kgs. is shown by the 
example of three farmers who are being held as models.

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MORE TRADE WITH YUGOSLAVIA EXPECTED

[Text] Yugoslavia expects to have more active trade relations with the 
Philippines next year following a recent review of its economic and finan- 
cial policies. 


According to Jure Gasparic, head of the Yugoslav embassy in Manila, 
“Philippine-Yugoslavia trade relations is definitely on a sounder course, 
progressive and promising in every aspect in the 80s." 


Yugoslavia's economy, he said, is gradually perking up despite some diffi- 
culties encountered in its balance of payments position. 


Yugoslavia had earlier devalued its currency by 20 percent in an effort to 
drum up exports and earn more foreign exchange income. 


"With a realistic exchange rate for the dinar (Yugoslavia's currency), the 
Yugoslav government wishes to increase foreign trade through better export 
competitiveness,” Gasparic said. 


To prevent adverse effects of the devaluation in the domestic sector, the 
Yugoslav envoy said his government is freezing prices of major commodities 
during the first six months of 1983. 


Gasparic also safd that Yugoslavia remains an open country “determined to 
further develop self-management and to conduct a non-aligned policy.”

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LOG EXPORT PROCEDURES SET

[Text] Starting next year, all logs exports must first be cleared by two 
customs ports and by an audit team before they can be shipped abroad, 
Customs Commissioner Ramond Farolan said yesterday. 


Farolan said the move was in line with the Ministry of National Resources’ 
administrative order No. 12-1, which is designed "for a more effective con- 
trol of log exports." 


'n his order to all port collectors, Farolan said that the old practice of 
requiring only one port to clear the loading and exit of logs proved less 
effective in stopping log smuggling. 


Farolan has also limited the number of ports of exit from the present 13 to 
eight for a better control. The eight authorized ports-of-exits are Punta, 
Sta. Ana, in Cagayan; Aparri, Cagayan; Mariveles, Bataan; Legazpi City; 
Tacloban City; Zamboanga City; Surigao City; and Davao City. 


He said the port-of-exit for log exports should be different from the load- 
ing port. For example, he said, a vessel loading logs at Davao City must 
proceed to and clear in another exit port at the vessel's convenience like 
Surigao City or Zamboanga City. 


However, Farolan said, a vessel loading in Talomo (Davao) can get clearance 
at Davao City itself in which case the collector of Davao will clear the 
vessel initially from Talomo to Davao City, where the vessel would stay 
until the arrival of the logs export audit team. 


The team is composed of representatives from the Forest Protection and Law 
Enforcement Division, Bureau of Forest Development and the Customs’ 
Intelligence and Investigation Division (CIID). 


The eight ports, he said, are the only exit ports for log shipments. If 
the loading port is also an exit port, the vessel shall then proceed to the 
next convenient authorized exit port where the shipment will be cleared 

tor toreign ports. 
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Farolan said that “the collector at the port of loading shall clear a vessel 
aided with logs only for a port of exit.” 


As soon as the collector in the loading port has issued the clearance, he 
should notify the collector at the port of exit about the departure of the 
vessel from (his) port and the estimated time of arrival of the vessel at 
the exit port. This same notification shall be give. to the CIID tean,

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ZONE ENTERPRISES DEMAND ACCESS TO LOCAL MARKET

[Text] Companies operating in the three export processing zomes are seek- 
ing government permission to sell part of their production to the domestic 
market even without prior approval by the Export Processing Zone Authority 
(EPZA). 


The Export Processing Zone Chamber of Exporters and Manufacturers (EPZCEM) 
in a letter to EP7A Administrator Gerardo Espina asked that they be allowed 
as a matter of policy to automatically set aside 30 percent of production 
for sale to the local market. 


At present, EPZA allows zone manufacturers to sell W percent of production 
only on a case to case basis, and depending on certain product categories. 


For instance, Dunlop and Mattel Philippines, manufacturers of tennis balls 
ind fashion dolls respectively, are allowed to sell 30 percent of their 
production to the domestic market because they do not compete with any 
existing local producers of such products. 


However, their actual local sales are below the 30 percent level because 
the domestic market for balls or dolls is small. 


Although Espina has not officially replied to EPZCEM's request, he has 
hinted that an automatic 30-percent domestic sales by zone manufacturers 
might be “harmful” to local industries whose products could be displaced 
by zone-produced goods. 


Under extsting procedures, an EPZA firm which wants to sell locally will 
have to seek prior permission from the EPZA Board.

CHIANG RAI — A team of barder patral po 
licemen uncovered an arsenal of war weapons in 
a house in a border district cet Sod y and 
arrested its owner on suspicion of being an arms 
supplier for the Shan United Army (SUA), po 
lice sand yesterday. 

The weapons include several assault rifles 
grenade launchers and more than 12,000 
rounds of ammunition. 

They said the suspect, identified as Chai 
Soimnboonkit, 57, formerly worked as leader of 
the Mae Sa District branch of the rightwing 
“Red Gaur’ movement. 

Tharty-five men were also found residing in 
the house — No 155/4 in Moo Two Village of 


Tambon Huay Klai in Mae Sai District — when, 


it was raided by Thai border patrol policemen 
at around 6 30 am. 

They did put up no resistance to the arrest 
and no fighting was reported. 

Among the arms and ammunition seized are 
two M-lo niles, three assault niles, three pis- 
tols, three M-72 grenade launchers, more 
10 handgrenades, 10,000 rounds of M-16 am- 
inumiuon, 1,190 rounds of AK ammunition and 
970 rounds of carbine ammunition. 

An assortment of instruments for assembling 
landmines was also found, police said. 

Chai was charged with possessing war wea- 
pons and taken to Mae Sai District police sta- 
tion for questioning. No formal charges were 
filed against the 35 other men. 

Chai is said to be one of the influential per- 
sons who, police allege, have been supplying 
arms to the Shan guermillas led by notorious 
drug kingpin Khun Sa. The SUA used to have 
its headquarters opposite this border town be- 
fore a large government offensive was carzied- 
out against them last January.

But after the election the tempo- 
rary clause of the constitution, giving 
voting power to the Senate will be 
dropped leaving the once, powertul 
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body as largely a rubber stamp. And 
MPs will take charge in the pariia-

Given that no single political party 
is likely to emerge from the election 
with a majority. the chances are that 
the next government will be a coali- 
tron And as far as coalitions are 
concerned. much of the time and 
energy 1s usually spent in trving to 
suppress “matrimonial conflicts. 

The next government could well 
find itself locked in a stalemate from 
one issue to another. and unlike the 
present government, it wi!) not be 
able to count on the senators to push 
ther over political obstacles 

When the “permanent” constitu- 
tion comes into effect next April, the 
senators will lose their voting power 
on practically all important issues 
No longer will they be able to vote, 
and thus exercise the power of veto, 
on most parliamentary debates in-

These types of books appeared in Ho Chi Minh City in May 1982. In a period of only 
bout 2 aonths, these books published in the hundreds of thousands were distributed 
tor widespread sale in Ho Chi Minh City and a number of provinces in the Mekong Delta. 


The set of books bore a title which proclaimed “Science for Youth" with advertise- 
ments: “Books with both an entertainment and education value, referencing problems 
which concern social, historic and economic life and translated and edited from valu- 
able and world famous documents." (in the preface), In truth, the contents of these 
indiscriminately distributed books were only 4 myriad “hodgepodge” of mixed up sub- 
jects edited and copied in a careless manner, Worthy of note is that 80 percent of 
articles in these books were taken from magazines published during the U.S.-puppet 
reyime such as “THOI NAY" and “PHO THONG," Escapist and melodramatic are the fair 
evaluition of the article in these types of books, here "Golden Fever," "Golden Pa- 
goda Secret" and "Flying Man"; and there "The Mayas," “The Invisible Mason," "Night 
Emperors” and “Lonely and Mysterious Island." This is not even mentioning the ac- 
companying eerie and terrifying pictures, Nevertheless, hundreds of thousands of 
these indecent books were openly printed and distributed because a literary and arts 
society of X, Province in the Mekong Delta opened a publishing house and the Commumi- 
cations and Culture Service of that province issued a permit, What is the truth of 
this matter? 


Ly Thai T. was originally a bourgeoisie and owner of the "Alpha" printing shop on 
Pham New Lao Street in fornaer Saigon, After the day of liberation, the "Alpha" print- 
ing shop became Joint State-Private Printing Enterprise 2, Ly Thai T. continued to 
work in the printing enterprise. Unwilling to earm an honest living, T. "“mulishly 
followed the old way" in seeking ways to destroy construction of new culture and en- 
gaged in business for illegal profits, Taking advantage of and bribing a few re- 
sponsible cadres of X, Province in the Mekong Delta who had degenerated and decreased 
in quality, T. acquired a few printing permits, He gathered a number of cronies and 
seized the opportunity to begin work immediately. The contents of the books were 
inspected by no one, The paper was purchased and printed right in Collective Enter- 
prise 1 (the old "Alpha") at 235 Pham Ngu Lao Street, Ist Precinct, Ho Chi Minh City. 
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Pr wy te July 1982, the publication of more than 150,000 of these indecent books 
issisted Ly Thai T. and his group to ear a gigantic profit. This was “compound 
inter st" tecause with these pemaits, they had the conditions for allowing the old 
ud mewly disguised poison to rear its head, This business did not last for long. 
With the vigilance of the people and the revolutionary government, Ly Thai T. and 
his ereup had to answer to the responsible agencies and their plot of long-term 
“work” was halted,

| Text] The 5th Party Congress has set the task of strengthening the socia!- 
ist legal system, including the direction to be taken by our judiciary sector 
1s it fulfills the two strategic tasks in the new stage. The political report of 
the VCP Central Committee states: ‘To strengthen the socialist legal systern 
is an urgent need aimed at raising the effectiveness of the management of the 
state and ensuring the collective ownership right of the working people. To 
strengthen the management of society by law, our state must urgently mate- 
rialize the new Constitution by a system of laws and pay attention to gradually 
milding a systern of economic and social security laws. It must strengthen 
the organs doing legal work and hurriedly strengthen the elementary and ad- 
vanced training of the state's administrative cadres at all levels and legal 


cadres. 


‘Our state must fully use both its political and economic power to maintain 
the social rule, effectively fight against criminal acts and social ilis and at 
any cost overcome the abnormal situation in which many existing laws and 
regulations are not seriously carried out and even are not carried out at all. 
The state organs at central and local levels must have a firm attitude and 

take strict measures to prevent and eliminate ary violations of the collective 
ownership right of the working people; firmly suppress the counterrevolution- 
1ries; punish the exploiter. who have refused to be reeducated, hoodlums, 
thieves, speculators, smugglers and corrupt people; and impose strict jus- 
tice on those cadres and civil servants who have taken advantage of their posi- 
tions and authorities to violate the law.

Ybout legal departments in the ministries, any ministries that have them 
fnust reorganize and improve them qualitatively; those et do not have them 
yet must activeiy prepare to set them.up. As an immediate step, suggestion 
must be made for the ministry to assigna department-level cadre and a num- 
ber of specialists to be in charge of the work. The general guidelines are 
that judiciary and legal organs must be organized in a simple manner and im- 
sroved later when professional cadres are available and that recruitment of 





large numbers of people at the same time should be avoided. 


Alony with strengthening organizational work, providing cadres with elem- 
entary and advanced training is a job of urgent significance and long-term 
importance. The political report has stressed the need to hurriedly strength- 
en the elementary and advanced training of legal cadres. There must be 
olans for immediate training of local judiciary and court cadres. In 1982, 
all localities are to prepare their cadres for joining specialized training 
courses to be opened by the ministry, to have plans for sending cadres to 
the short-term advanced courses and at the same time to accept graduates 
trom colleges and middle schools. The ministry will proceed with decentral- 
iving the training of cadres among a number of localities (such as Ho Chi 
Minh City which currently is opening a middle law school). The localities 
that are under favorable conditions need to open short-term training courses. 
Importance must be attached to strengthening cadres by means of actual work, 
mobilizing cadres and organizing a movement for on-the-job learning among 
them, with attention being paid to cadres working in district courts and dis- 
trict judiciary caares, There must be separate programs for different types 
of cadres. The ministry will assist the provinces in drawing up the contents 
and curricula for short-term training. 


- From now until the end of the year, measures must be taken to get to know 
the current state of the ranks of judiciary and court cadres in order to let the 
ministry and services draft training plans and strengthen their cadres in the 
next ' years and subsequent years. The ministry will issue a circular to pro- 
vide practical guidelines for the organization, training and strengthening of 





cadres. 
‘, About building the system of laws. 


This work has been mentioned several times in the party congress documents: 
The entirety of managerial activities must be based on the law. Consequent- 
ly, the state must attach great importance to gradually building the system of 
laws, particularly the economic laws, and strengthening the socialist legal 
system | (Report on the Economic Guidelines and Tasks). ‘'' The power to rule 
of the state must be reflected in the system of laws. The law, as it is boiled 
down to, is the institutionalization of the party line and policies. But there 
must be no confusion among the line, policies and laws. We must be fully 
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interested in planning in connection with building the system of laws and pre- 
venting the violations of the law. What is urgent now is to attach importance 
to the economic, criminal, labor and civil laws...'' (Report on Party Build- 
ing). In 1982, as we carry on the law-building task, we must pay attention to 
the followtng: 


- The legal departments, sections and bureaus of the ministries and general 
departments must have positive plans for completing the ministry's law- 
building program. They must have plans for drafting on a priority basis the 
documents that the ministry will submit to the Council of Ministers, State 
Council or National Assembly. These plans must result from an exchange of 
views with the Ministry of Justice, which has plans for assisting departments, 
corporations and federations of enterprises in drafting positive regulations 
and including their legal work in the economic management activities. 


- The legal services must gradually strive to carry cut the function of assist- 
ing the people's committees in maintaining unified management of legal docu- 
ments, with more attention to be paid to the documents dealing with economic 
management. In the localities where conditions permit, it is necessary to 
verify the documents of sectors and districts. Experience must be realistic- 
ally drawn and learned in order tc reorganize and guide the document-draft- 
ing work of district services and people's committees. 


+. Legal propaganda and education. 


The political report at the Party Congress emphasizes: ''All party committee 
echelons, state organs and mass organizations must on a permanent basis 
disseminate explanations of the law among people of all walks of life, bring 
legal education to schools and classes and build the concept of living with the 
law and respecting the law. "' 


Legal propaganda and education is an important work. It must be carried out 
early. Try to do properly the work of making propaganda about the new legal 
documents dealing with organization of the state machinery, the regulation 

on considering complaints, the military-obligation law and the laws about 
market management and the protection of socialist properties and security and 
social order. Get prepared for making propaganda about the criminal code. 
Pay attention to propaganda about the function, task and activities of the judi- 
ciary sector; organize properly the coordination with other sectors, particu- 
larly the information and press organs, radio stations, etc., for making legal 
propaganda, 


Supply documents and write articles and news items for the information or- 
gans. The ministry will have plans for coordinating with the organs concern- 
ed to study and offer legal education in the general schools and colleges; where 
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conditions permit, they must on their own initiative join with the local educa- 
tional organs to organize advanced training in the Constitution and the law 
for the benefit of key cadres and politics teachers during the summer. 


Attach importance to drawing experience from propaganda work. At the pres- 
ent time, some localities (like Quang Nam-Da Nang, Ho Chi Minh City, Thai 
Binh and Haiphong) have for the first time joined with the responsible organs 
to bring legal work to the primary level and to use various means like radio 
stations, newspapers, cultural houses and clubs in this work. Pay attention 
to the forms of disseminating the law , such as posting the new regulations at 
public places, writing brief and concise articles and holding questions-and- 
answers sessions to deal with the common legal matters. 


5. Management of the organization of local courts. 


- The establishment of additional courts and offices of local courts will be the 
subject of a later circular. About the staff, the localities that do not get 
enough judges as required must report to the party committee echelons and 
request more judges in order to have enough of them to handle the trials. Ur- 
gently arrange to have cadres to be in charge and to assist in the courts on 
the basis of being extremely economical, fully using the capabilities of ca- 
dres, making the machinery simpler and rationalizing the work. After such 
an arrangement has been made and the need for additional professional cadres 
is found to be obvious, the ministry will consider and propose to the govern- 
ment such a need, about which the latter will decide. As to the newly-estab- 
lished courts in districts and cities and in a number of highland districts, 

the ministry is requesting a strengthening of their staff as the present short- 
age of cadres does not allow to send cadres everywhere. 


- The localities that do not as yet organize advanced training for people's 
jurors, judges and executors should coordinate with the judiciary services to 
open short-term training courses. In 1982 they should open at least one 


course, 


- To achieve an increase of power for the courts at district, ward and city 
levels as required by law, the provincial people's courts must assume leader- 
ship over drawing experience and correctly implementing the interministerial 
circular that deals with this matter. 


- About executing court orders, the preliminary-review reports and quarter- 
ly statistics covering the first quarter of 1982 of 20 provincial and municipal 
units show that the number of court orders to be carried out is large and the 
amount of money to be collected is quite large. The efforts to execute court 
orders are slow (the amount of money collected represents only 20 percent) 
and tend to decrease as compared with the previous quarters. The provincial 
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and municipal people s court must pay greater attention to this work and take 
realistic measures to assist and supervise districts, wards and cities in prop- 
erly doing it and overcoming the tendency to take the court orders that are 
easily executed and to vive up on the ones that are hard to execute. As to or- 
canizing the execution of court orders, it still is left to the local courts to 
handle for the time being, but in the near future there will be guidelines in a 
joint circular to be issued by the Ministry of Justice and courts. 


The judiciary services must check the execution of court orders in districts, 
wards and cities and properly maintain management of district, ward and 
city courts in terms of their organization. 


6. Emulation of courts. The Ministry of Justice and Supreme People's Court 
have agreed to let the latter consider the emulation of provincial and munici- 
pal courts and decide about commendation and rewards. The Ministry of Jus- 
tice will consider the emulation records of justices, deputy justices, judges 
and other cadres and decide about commendation and rewards. The considera- 
tion of commendation and rewards to be given to units or individuals must re- 
sult from close coordination between the Supreme People's Court and the Min- 
istry of Justice, and between provincial and municipal courts and the judiciary 
services concerned. As to the district and ward courts, the consideration of 
the emulation efforts must also be divided on the basis of the above-mentioned 
principle -- the provincial and municipal courts consider the records of units 
while the judiciary services consider those of individuals, and at the same 
time there is unified coordination between the two organs. 





Che theme of emulation as set for the judiciary services in 1982 is concen- 
trated on stabilizing their organization, stepping up professional learning 
within the organs and achieving a good coordination with the courts and other 
organs in the province. 





’, Procedures for reporting. The judiciary services, local courts and legal 
departments are to send regular reports to the Ministry of Justice on the work 
they have done and the situation of observing and breaking the law in their sec- 
tor or locality. These reports are to be made once a month, 3 months, 6 
months anda year. The ministry will send report and statistics forms every- 
where in order to unify the contents of such reports throughout the sector. 


Those are some of the immediate things to be done in 1982. About each field 
of work, the ministry will have concrete guidelines. The judiciary services, 
local people's courts and legal organs are to take initiative, to organize the 
full understanding of the party resolution, on this basis to draw up a program 
of action, to build the sector and to develop their work. The sector's formula 
to be applicable in the early stage of building is to be self-sufficient and to 
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be on one's own initiative -- to draw up a moderate program in the case one's 
force is meager and to draw up a full program in the case this force is larger 
ind to move forward steadily one step afcver another. 


While carrying out one's program, one must always seek the opinion of and 
report to the local party committee echelons and people's committee and the 


ministry to which one is subordinate. 


The good and difficult experiences must be reported to the Ministry of Jus- 


tice,

AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVE CROP DISTRIBUTION MEASURES OUTLINED 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 18 Nov 82 p 3 


/Article by_Vu Tuan Nghia: "How Will Products From This Tenth-Month Crop Be 
Distributed"/ 


/Text/ Rarely has rural Hanoi enjoyed such a bumper crop as the tenth-month crop 
this year. In order to encourage and stimulate every cadre, worker and collective 
farmer to begin the 1982-1983 winter-spring season with a higher determination, the 
Agricultural Service has provided the following guidance on distribution of products 
from this tenth-month crop: 


Value Distribution 


1. Defining revenue and expenditure items and work points. 

Revenue items: by-products such as straw and corn stalks are calculated into money 
as stipulated by the cooperative consistent with each location, Methods of convert- 
ing and calculating the value of each variety of subsidiary food crop must be agreed 
upon, 


Material expenditures are calculated in accordance with the net expenditure ledger, 
avoiding a cushion for the next crop, Funds for electricity must be separated by 


the cooperative into production electricity and that used for handicraft industry. 


In deducting depreciation, if the cooperative maintains the original cost, the per- 
centage of depreciation is 40 to 50 percent of the fixed assets supporting production, 
Fixed assets not yet or not supporting production at all are depreciated at 10 per- 
cent. If a cooperative values fixed assets at the new price, depreciation is deduct- 
ed as 8 to 10 percent of the value of fixed assets supporting production, Fixed 
assets not yet or not supporting production at all are deducted at a rate of 2 to 3 
percent of the fixed asset value, If depreciation for the fifth-month--spring crop 
was not sufficiently deducted, full deductions must be made for this crop. 


Distribution expenditures: If the cooperatives have plans for annual distribution, 

full deductions should be made, If the cooperative has never made distribution or 

distributed only small amounts, a plan of distributing this crop must be formulated 
for this year and the years tc come, The period of distribution must be consistent 
with reality, 
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Work points: work points contracted to the laborer which during the process of 
preduction supervision have encountered difficulties due to weather or other condit- 
ions oust be promptly supplemented at the contract level. 


Work points achieved collectively or within the sector must be firmly managed by the 
cooperative precisely in accordance with the quotas and plans of the cooperative. 


2. Value distribution procedures: The proportion of various types of funds will be 
as guidance provided during every other year but this year, attention must be given 
to the f llowing: 


The detinition of cooperative work-day value will be based on business production 
results, 


Cooperatives with developed production and fairly good business production effective- 
ness will deduct 15 to 20 percent of their actual income for operating funds. 


Cooperatives with poorly developed production and weak business production effective- 
ness will deduct 10 to 15 percent of their actual income for operating funds, From 
these funds, about 60 percent will be deducted for accumulation, 25 percent for pub- 
lic welfare and 5 percent for awards, This leaves 10 percent reserves of 15 to 20 
percent of the actual income, 


Grain Distribution 


Despite the two bumper crops this year, many difficulties were encountered with grain 
and therefore, grain holds an important position, Thus, grain distribution must give 
attention to total grain output for distribution, including the amount of grain pro- 
duced during the year such as: paddy and subsidiary food crops converted into paddy, 
the amount of existing grain, funds not fully used, the amount of grain being con- 
veyed and the amount of existing grain of the cooperative member not yet collected 
(not yet distributed from the previous crop), 


!, Grain distribution procedures, 


a, First of all, reserve grain to fulfill state obligations in accordance with the 
assigned plan and pay debts if any, At the same time, encourage the cooperative mem- 
bers to sell additional paddy to the state at a reasonable price or in exchange for 
industrial products, especially cooperatives in which the standard of living is high 
and the cooperative members are exceeding contract levels by a great degree. 


b. Reserve grain for cooperative operations, Reserve 120 kilograms per hectare for 
tenth-month crop seed, not counting an amount for emergencies, Repay any previous 
crop seed debts and any grain exchanged for seed paddy. 


For stock raising, reserve 10 to 15 percent of the grain output, equivalent to 10 to 
15 percent of the cultivated area, Cooperatives with a low standard of living will 
place a minimum of 10 percent of the grain output in stock raising funds. 


Of the grain reserved for stock raising, a portion will be distributed for nourish- 
ing, the buffaloes and cattle (the amount depending on the draft power situation of 
the buffalo and cattle herd), 
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The remainder will be used in accordance with promulgated guidance, 
Appropriate 1 to 2 percent of the grain for the public welfare fund. 


Appropriate 1 percent of grain output for the new economic development fund, This 
tund will be managed by the district for overall operations in accordance with mu- 
nicipal cuidance, 


Cooperatives with a food level of 15 kilograms and up will appropriate 1 percent of 
the distribution for division among cooperative members as a reserve fund, Coopera- 
tives with a tood level below 15 kilograms will absolutely not establish reserve 
funds in grain for assuring the living standards of the cooperative member, Approp- 
riate grain for awarding management committees and production units completing their 
plans and production payment obligations at a ratio as instructed in the previous 
tilth-month--spring crop. Besides the appropriation items above, the district will 
supervise cooperatives in not appropriating grain for use in improper objectives. 
Cooperative member nitrogen fertilizer exchange grain must be recovered, 


c. The remainder will all be divided for labor man-days: before division, the foll- 
owing, items must be extracted: 


Appropriate grain for adjusting objectives, The percentage will depend upon each 
cooperative, The amount of grain reserved for adjustment must be based on the per- 
centage of objective adjustment, Adjustment assignment must be carried out from 
the production unit and presented to the management committee for examination, Co- 
operatives must absolutely not make pre-appropriations with the exception of grain 
provided the families of war dead which are based on scope 1 food levels, 


Appropriate 5 to 7 percent of the grain for division among the cooperative members 
as an encouragement to produce fertilizer, A portion of this grain is reserved for 
incentive sales to laborers exceeding their fertilizer obligations and providing 
part of this fertilizer to those in short supply. The cooperative must absolutely 
not use this grain for sale to those nearly attaining their fertilizer production 
plan, The remining grain will be used to encourage the production of duckweed and 
alluvium tertilizer, The percentage for encouragement will be decided by each co- 
operative, Therefore, beginning immediately with the 1982-1983 fifth-month--spring 
crop, cooperatives will formulate product contract plans consisting of barnyard fer- 
tilizer and green manure norms, Thus, contract levels must be raised in accordance 
with the amount of fertilizer ir ested, Every 2 quintals of duckweed is equivalent 
to 1 quintal of barnyard fertilizer, Fertilizer settlement in work points must be 
ended, 


Nearly all the cooperatives have shifted to the assignment of product contracts to 
groups and laborers and the appropriation of grain for supplementing the agricultural 
season is unnecessary, 

After cxtracting the funds above, the remainder is all divided for labor man-days, 


2. Problems requiring attention in distribution: 


Grain tor seed: Cooperatives with specialized seed units will organize harvesting 
and returm to the central warehouse, In locations without a specialized seed unit, 
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the ange ment committee will visit the fields, define fields for seed production 
and request that cooperatives with fields in these seed areas fulfill the mission 
of providing seed tor the cooperative, 1 kilogram of seed paddy in exchange in for 
1,2 kilograms of food paddy, 


Grain tor village cadres: A food level of 18 to 21 kilograms per month must be as- 
sured for village cadres, li the cadres have contract fields, subtract the amount 
ot grain produced by those fields, This amount of grain will not be placed in the 
tamily tor balance. 


Grain for trade workers, Generally, trade workers do not present a control problen. 
However, in cooperatives with the number of trade workers more than twice the average, 
ihe grain levels will not exceed 1.5 times the number of laborers engaged in farming. 


Distribution of by-products 


Straw: Reserve 70 to 80 percent of the straw for buffaloes and cattle, Any family 
failing to deliver a sufficient amount or stipulated quality will be fined at the 
free market price, Those raising buffaloes and cattle will receive the straw with 
the remainder divided by labor man-days, 


Rice stalks: The first priority is reserving rice stalks for policy families to roof 
‘« es and for village cadres, The percentage will be determined by the cooperative 
member congress with the remainder expended by labor man-days. 


lt other by-products are divided among the laborers, the village cadres will enjoy 
the same rights as laborers in the cooperative, 


the reward and punishment system will be applied as before but attention must be 
given to positive implementation of this system, Circular 05 only mentioned awards 
and not punishment for families not delivering the full amount of products to the 
cooperative, Therefore, consitent with the actual conditions of families not deliver- 
ing the full amount of products to the cooperative and therefore adversely effecting 
the distribution division policy, punishment will depend on the attitude and degree 
of difficulty of each family. The level of punishment and price will be determined 
by the cooperative member congress. In rewarding production units completing their 
plan, | to 5 percent of the unit's total output will be appropriated as an award to 
the unit, Of this amount, 20 percent will be awarded the unit cadres and 20 to 30 
percent to the specialization unit, The remainder will be awarded to the cooperative 
members. 


System of compensation for cooperative cadres: In general principle, the system of 
compensation for cooperative directors must be higher than outstanding laborers in 
th cooperative, Compensation for directors is based on the following scales: 


li the output value scale is below 1 million dong, the director will receive 110 to 
120 percent of the average wage, 


lt the output value scale is from 1 to 3 million, the director will receive 130 to 
140 pereent of the average wage. 


If the output value scale is from 3,1 to 6 million dong, the director will receive 
150 to 160 percent of the average wage,

LONG AN ORGANIZATIONS’ PREPARATION FOR FURTHER PROGRAMS REPORTED

[Text] Guided by the resolutions of the party during the many years of carry- 
ing out socialist transformation and socialist construction, Long An Province 
has come to understand more clearly every day the path it was taking. A new 
way of doing things is emerging which is more accurate, practical, and effec- 
tive and is causing positive changes that are replacing the old ways. From 
revolutionary practice on the local level, experiencing successes and reverses, 
party and government organizations of Long An have matured constantly in all 
ways and are leading the people of the province each sure step forward in 
preparation for further progress over many years to come. 


Better Self-evaluation 


From the realities of the movement over the past 7 years, Long An Province 
has evaluated itself more correctly and has understood more deeply and in 
finer detail its locality and the successes it has achieved, even as it has 
been very strict with its shortcomings. All leadership cadres in Long An 
Province are seriously analyzing what has not yet been done and what has been 
done wrong: they are looking into causes and are laying out directions and 
wavs to solve problems. 


With a population of nearly 1 million people, Long An has 240,000 hectares of 
land under cultivation and about 151,000 hectares not yet cleared, mainly in 
the northern part of the province. Of che cultivated land, the area devoted 
to raising grain--200,000 hectares--predominates; the rest is for industrial 
crops: sugarcane, pineapples, peanuts, jute, etc. Subsidiary food crops, 
espectally mantoc, play an important role in relation to grain crops. Long 
An has two main regions: the south, which has much land, but also a dense 
population; and the north, which has much land and a sparce population. More 
than /0 percent of the soil is alkaline or saline. The Dong Thap Muoi area, 
comprising the districts of Tan Thanh, Moc Hoa, and Vinh Hung, is alkaline; 
in some places nothing seems to grow but cajeput trees. This is a shortage of 
water, with a continuous drought scorching the fields from December to March. 
The amount of land lying fallow is more consistant with industrial crops 

that with l0th-month rice. Long An has many conditions favoring the 
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development of animal hu-bandry, especially the raising of swime, ducks, and 


im past years, because of lack of understanding of such special features, 
t determining a well-reasoned crop cultivation pattern, ana being forced 
perate on a large-scale when the level of organization, management, and 


nmditions of the material base could not keep pace, Long An suffered many 
t © a number of operational fronts. in agriculture, the province 
vis mot vet able to activate the power of the masses nor the strength of each 
region, it had little success. 
ong An Province faced the truth and, resolved to surmount the shortcomings, 
srmulited guldelines and measures that are bold and in strict accordance with 
prevalling conditions. Gauging themselves by economic results, cadres and 


workers of Long An resolved to force the land to yieid many more products. 


Courage and Know-how 

The direction taken by agriculture in Long An is, along with developing grain 
crops, the further development of industrial crops. Crop cultivation and 
livestock patterns are being more mationally established. With grain crops, 
the province has given highest precedence to intensive cultivation and to an 
increase in the number of crops per year; expansion of the area under culti- 
vation depends primarily on the people and on their ability to make progress. 
Long An designated as a high-yield rice (and simuitaneously special production) 
region an area 3,000 km wide in the districts of Van Co and Ben Thu; the 
Nang Thom rice variety will be used, for per-hectare yields of approximately 

4 tons, along with many other varieties. The Dong Thap Muoi area presently has 
approximately 8,000 hectares of cajeput trees planted by the state and the 
people, and in the future this could be tripled or quadrupled. Areas, con- 
centrated {mn Duc Hoa, have been designated for raising sugarcane (6,000 
hectares) and peanuts (8,000 hectares), and others have been designated for 
pineapplies (5,000 hectares) and jute (possibly 15,000 hectares), ard better 
plans have been formed to exploit them. Sesbania grandiflora has been planted 
widely as a source of cattle feed. Long An is giving attention to developing 
wineherds and flocks of ducks, using grasslands to supplement the feed of 
water buffaloes, cows, and goats, and using streams and ponds to raise fresh- 
ind brackish-water fish. 


Twelve state farms of Long An have been reorganized. Genorally, the state 
farms have contracted in size and have turned over land for people to work, 
ind they have planted appropriate crops, like sugarcane and jute, and have 
limited the cultivation of less appropriate crops. 


ong An has stressed land control and distribution of labor on a provincial 
scale. Thts great campaign has been surging with some enthusiasm in the pro- 
vince, especially since the beginning of 1982. The Dong Thap region has great 
potential, and the province is seeing that exploitation capital is invested in 
it. Dorens of production collectives, composed of compatriots from southern 
districts, have been established in Tan Thanh and Moc Hoa Districts and have 
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en allocated thousands ot hectares ot land and provided funding and mater- 
ial assistance. Than Thanh District alone welcomed nearly 43,000 workers from 
Vam Co, Can Duoc, and Can Ciuoc Districts. ‘ihe new production collectives ia- 
ediately set te work on production and results have begun to be evident. 


Thanks to implementation of many proper, positive measures and emphasis on 
changing ways of doing things, the agricultural production of Long An has 
clearly progressed over the recent past. In 1981, in spite of bad weather, 
Long An produced nearly 400,000 tons of grain. Xuan Cau Cooperative, in 
Xinh Nhon Village, Ben Thu District, achieved per-hectare vields of more 
than 5 tons with NN6A and MTL seed varieties. In the winter-spring crop

191-82, Than Thanh District achieved a per-hectare average of more than 

}tons. In the first quarter of 1982, Long An Province had more than 116,000 

swine, nearly /4,000 cattle, and more than a million ducks. Compared with the 
ame period last year, the number of swine increased by more than 10,000. 

e number of cattle and ducks increased by nearly 50 percent. Long An ex- 

ports more duck feathers than any other »crovince in the country. 


Aiong with developing agriculture, Long An Province is also building and ex- 
panding industry, small industry, and handicrafts with many more installations. 
Among them is a network of machinery enterprises on provincial and district 
levels; enterprises to process cattle feed, make wood products, and weave 

jute carpets; installations to process oil, process paper pulp, build roads, 
and make bricks, soap, and school supplies. Many traditional crafts, such 

as weaving mats, making cushions, packaging goods, and making carpets and 
bamboo shades for export, were bailed out of trouble and assisted by being 


helped to increase product quality. Long An peat mines are being exploited, 
ind there are large reserves. 


There has been much progress in many other areas, like communications and 
transportation, distribution and circulation, organizing living, and culture 
and society. The rural communications network has been extended all the way 
down to hamlets, even into Dong Thap Muoi, with a network of new roads and 
simple but functional bridges. In the deep interior of Moc Hoa, many build- 
ings have been bullt, constructed with the help of the people. The new social- 
iet countryside has gradually taken chape in many areas of the province. Loi 
Sinh Nhon Village, Ben Thu District, is one of the leading villages of the pro- 
vince in production and cultural life and is a model of progress. 


Attacking on New Fronts 


Sullding on the tradition of the Resistance Period, “Long An brave and true, 
ill the people steadfast to fight the foe!" the soldiers and civilians of 
long An Province have launched a violent attack on new fronts to enrich the 
locality and the nation and to contribute positively to the cause of building 
ind protecting the soctalist fatherland. Cadres, soldiers, and civilians 
wross the province are united, unanimous, unified in thought and action, co- 


ordinated in method of cooperation, and resolved to achieve, to the fullest 
extent possible, the goals they have set. 
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long An Province is strongly oriented toward the basic level and toward en- 
vendering synchronized motion on the basic level. Progressive models and 

new elements in the movement are being widely adopted. Provincial leadership 
cadres are devoting much time to traveling out of districts, villages, and 
hamlets to help the local people straighten out difficulties and solve prob- 
lems that come up in practice and to upgrade the movement.

THU DUC VOCATIONAL SCHOOL PLANS CONTINUING PROGRESS

[Text] The Thu Duc Vocational School for War Invalids was founded early in 
1977. One of the institutions in Vietnam's system of national vocational 
schools, this school provides instruction in six main vocational fields: 
repairing internal combustion engines, repairing electrical equipment, re- 
pairing radio receivers, television, cutting and sewing machines, cold lath- 
work, and welding. The academic year lasts 24 months. Upon graduation, a 
trainee is awarded the technical worker level of 2/7. Five years ago, Thu 
Duc Vocational School started three technical workers’ courses for wounded 
soldiers, infirm soldiers, and the disabled. The first course had 94 par- 
ticipants in the academic year 1977-78. The second class had 131 students 
in the 1979-80 academic year. The 225 students in the 2 classes studied and 
achieved good results in final exams. After graduation, these youths returned 
to 10 provinces and cities from Binh Tri Thien south. Many are workers in 
factories, enterprises and agencies of the state and key personnel in agri- 
cultural cooperatives and small industries and handicrafts. A number of them 
have become leadership and management cadres in production installations of 
war invalids and the handicapped. Every one of them has realized his oc- 
cupational potential. That is the reward that encourages those who do voca- 
tional education work at Thu Duc School. In dealing with these two classes, 
the school has come to understand more clearly the object of its instruction 
and has derived experience that will benefit the teaching sector and raise 
the quality of vocational training for veterans and the disabled. 





In the past few courses, the school has accepted veterans with every type of 
disability, from slight to serious (classes 6, 7, and 8). The health of the 
young men and women has been adversely affected by their wounds and disabil- 
ities, so that common illnesses recur and persist. In order to enable pursuit 
of the right career and to help the veterans achieve success in their studies, 
the school strives to arrange vocations suited to the abilities and health of 
each person and to combine the restoration of function through labor and study 
with complete and careful therapy and recuperation. 


War invalids who come to the school are not all the same age. Man6 35-40 year 
olds have participated from the start in the resistance against America for

national salvation. Many, with families and a wealth of experiences in life, 
work with conscfentious maturity, but thefr memories are poor and they forget 
things quickly. On the other hand, many wounded veterans are only 18-20 years 
old, with little experience in life and an undeveloped ability to think, but 
they have strong educational assets. 


Educational achievement is the basis for adopting a specialty and vocational 
Skills. The prerequisite for veterans to be selected to attend are that they 
have graduated from Level 2 or have equivalent ability, but many coming to the 
school have only reached Grades 3 or 4, and some veterans are barely literate. 
To rectify this situation, the school has arranged supplementary education for 
them, combining the teaching of basic courses with individual help and guidance, 
and practice with instruction along with practice in production, and combining 
the enthusiasm and determination of the student with the teacher's qualities 

of patience and endurance. 


Betore coming to school, all the wounded veterans have been in rest camps. 
Here they have been treated and taken care of by the state and enjoyed a high 
standard of living, with little studies or work and little contact with new 
s{tuations. Upon entering school their life and living conditions all change. 
Thetr rations decrease; studies and work are often demanding. In view of 
this, the school has a policy and specific means of providing for the needs 
of veterans. Improving meals, the school is buying more food from provinces, 
encouraging hog and cattle raising, designating land for growing vegetables, 
strengthening the medical element and the provisions element. With its 
records inspected by Ho Chi Minh City, the school raised its grain ration for 
each student from 16 kilograms to 19 kilograms and its meal ration from 18 to 
36 doing a month, and the veterans receive 60 dong a month extra for the noon 
meal, 





Illness and problems of life and studies do not bend the will of those who 
were victorious over the invaders and defended the independence and liberty 

of the fatherland. Tested in combat, they have unfailing ability and the 
collective spirit. Many veterans diligently and industriously study and work, 
follow rules well, strengthen their educational base, and resolutely combat 
negative tendencies and breaches of the law and order of the school. Each per- 
son wants to get an education and learn a vocation so that he can work like an 
ordinary person to provide for himself and get ahead in the future. With ad- 
miration for their students, nearly 40 engineers and technicians, working as 
teachers and vocational counselors, spend day and night studying the special 
characteristics and psychology of veterans, forming a curriculum and teaching 
methods appropriate to the student so he can study and understand more easily, 
and have longer retention and develop a love of life and love for his work. 


The school started its 3rd academic year in 1981, the international year of 

the handicapped. The student population had increased by 186 persons, to 

twice that of the lst academic year. Implementing the program of combining 
study with productive labor, the school joined closely with society, with the 
aim of increasing the quality of instruction. The school designed work con- 
tracts with sewing enterprises in Ho Chi Minh City, made various types of 
frames for the Thu Duc ice plant, and repaired autos, motors, fans, and welders 
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for many units. Effectively organizing the work of practical exercises 

and goods production, Thu Duc Vocational School surmounted problems with 
teaching materials and raised the technical level and knowledge of veterans. 
Since the beginning of 1981, the students of the 3rd academic year have made 
20,000 dong from their production efforts, which has enhanced the lives of 
students and teachers and added to their interest in teaching and learning. 
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
